‘Brigade Commander who, with his men, 
hhad just been through one of the grandest 
epiodes of all this battle, said to me 
about as follows :— . : : 

In the old days, when a message had 
to be taken through the enemy's fire, # 
yolunteér was called for, and we all Know 
stories “of how the. regiment has: watched 
in breathless anxiety while the messenger 
went, ‘perhaps getting through, and per- 
haps not, But if-he did got through, he 
probably received the Victoria Cross.

- The whole of. Bukovina now: lies in. 
Russian hands, But mog{-of us nevor 
thought twice. of Bukovina till this wat: 
began, and the pews, save that it marks 
the passing of another stage in the Rus- 
sian advance, means littls tous.” We 
may consider its significance, in two as: 
peets, first noting the value of Bukovinit 
in itself, and, secondly, its importance 
as a means tu a further invasion of the 
Hapsburg dominions. wre 

Bukevina is «a geographical-cxpression, 
The province has no putural or national 
unity, and no bond of unlon with the 


queer congeries of territory’ over which 


Francis Joseph rules, exeept the sway of 
the Austrian. bureaucracy, Bukovituw 
means simply the land of beech trees. 
The name i¢ given to w trisnglur-piece 
of land which lies between the mountain 
mais of the Carpathians and the plans 
of Unlicia, Russin’ and Rumania, Nearly 
half of.itg area is forest. About a quarter 
ig under pasture, and anotner quarter 
arable land. It has therefore. been of 
considerable importance “us a source of 
fopd supplies. But its total extent is only 
4,00 square miles, that in, ratber more 
than. balf the arca of Wales, — . 7 
Lying at the po’nt where the frontiers: 
of two strong races, the Russinn.and the: 
Roumanian, meet, it ig naturally 
hoine of a diverse population. “Before the 
war it had moro than $00,000 inhabitants. 
Of these 35 per cent. were Roumanians 
and 40 per cent. what Austria loves to 
call Ruthenians. Who are the Ruthenians? 
They ure a ercation of Austrian’ bureau- 
ernts. One.of the great branches of the 
Slav race is the Little Russians, I~. the 
Middle Ages they: established uo strong 
kingdom of their own.’ There are now 
some 23,000,000 of them in the Russian 
Einpire: Their aome is in the southern. 
provinees on both banks of the Dnieper, 
in Volhynia, and in Podolia, with Kieff, 
as their ‘metropolis. Tho conquering 
armies. of General Brussiloff are there- 
fore based un the homeland of the Little 
ussians, “But of. this. race many have 
ben for a-hundred years under the Haps-' 
burg dominion. There are two or threo 
millions of ‘them in Galioia, and, as we 
have seen, some hundreds of thousands in 
Bukovina,.. But Austria will not allow’ 
thom to call themselves Russians, It 
was a certain Count Stadion, once 
governor ‘of Galicia, who- invented for 
them the name-Ruthenian. For years 
Austrian policy hag striven to constituty 
a Rutheniay nationality which should be 
independent of, and even hostile to, Rus- 
sin. . ; 
The dreamers of Vienna have hoped

‘This is not the place for con 
jecture or: prophecy as to what Gen- 
eral Staffs. may next intend, Let’ us, 
therefore, confine ourselves to an ex- 
amination of the facts of geography. 
We hear continually that the Russians. 
are at the foot of the, Carpathians, that 
is, only the Carpathians stand . between? 
them and*the - Hungarian plain, one of 4 
the, most vulnerable-points of the Central 
Empires. And undoubtedly, with their: 
troops beyond Kimpolung and ‘Kuty, the 


-Russians are at the foot of the Car- 


pathians, Unfortunately, this does not 
necessarily mean that ‘they: will, soon be 
on the.other side.
